Notes  This  officer  while  interviewing  this  subjoot  was  much  ii  pressed  by  his 
attitude#  While  it  appeared  to  embarrass  the  subject  considerable  by  telling 
auoh  a story  with  the  thought  that  people  would  think  ho  was  crazy,  nev  :r  the 
less  he  felt  it  was  his  duty  to  report  it  to  proper  authoritios. 

This  subject  appeared  to  be  of  average  or  above  average  intelligence,  spoke 
with  good  vocabulary  and  soomod  to  be  of  sound  ohuraotor#

I was  enrouto  ron  Belief ortaine  to  Limu,  0#  Saturday  Jure  11,  1949  about  5t2QFll 
over  route  33  ar*d  117 • When  about  1 mile  South  of  Huntsville,  Ohio  I noticed  an 
object  in  the  air  and  it  seemed  to  be  dzx  diving  directly  ut  the  highway  in  front  of 
me  and  it  looked  like  it  might  strike  me#  I pulled  the  oar  to  the  side  of  the  high- 
way quiokly  and  got  out,  shading  my  polaroid  glasses  wit):  ay  hands  to  obtain  a 
better  look#  I observed  an  objoot  approach ix:g  from  high  in  front  of  me  and  a li'.tle 
to  ny  right  at  what  appeared  to  be  a terrific  speed#  Tie  object  dove  directly 
toward  tho  highway  and  when  about  1000  feet  above  the  ground  it  turned  to  its 
right  and  kn  headed  north  and  west#  When  approaching  head  on  it  appeared  to  be 
oval  in  shape  with  small  short  objects  protruding  from  the  lower  half,  much  like 
the  appoaranoe  of  a Seals  (See  Diagram  IIo#  1)  Flippers# 

When  making  its  turn  it  appeured  to  be  more  of  a square  turn  ana  not  like  an 
airplane#  ±t'8  actions  oould  best  be  described  that  it  looked  like  a puppet  on 
a string  with  someone  guiding  same.
